In Lis iiiaiigurar address Go'vernor 
Pf.rkiss ilrawK attention to the fact 
that at the last election there -were only

cepteid'aaaj. "conclusive evidence that 
there.,i8,.po • practical difference of 
opinion among the peoi)lc of this Ssate 
relative to the policy of restricting 
Chinese immigration. The question 
has ceased to be a political one with 
us, all parties being in perfect accord 
that the presence of Chinese ism curse 
to the country. Oovemdf'"PKRKiKs 
agrees witli ox-Go'vernori' IftwiN that 
California must look to the National 
Qovernnidnt for permanent relief, but 
assures the Legislature that any 
measures, not in conflict with tlio Na- 
tional Constitution, tending to mitigate 
the evil will have his hearty co-opera- 
tion. The CaU says it is possible that 
within a year the people of this State 
may be called upon to choose between 
a Presidential cnndidato who is in- 
different on this subject, and one who 
will use Ills power as Executive to 
furnish the protection desired. Tiie 
present Executive will do' nothing for 
us, but it will 1)6 our fault if wo do not 
cast our votes for a President and a 
platform pledged to vigorous measures 
to check this undesirable immigration. 

. CO WNIA L "defences. 

The appointment by the .British 
Coverninent of a Commission headed 
by Lord Carnauvon', the late Colonial 
Secretary, to enquire into and report 
upon tlio coast defences and naval 
stations of the Dominion, is a step 
whieli has long b'^n contemplated, but 
for some reason or other, has been de- 
ferred until now. The wor.k is, of 
course, an Inii)crial one, and the cost 
will be wholly borne by the Imperial 
treasury. The Ottawa Free FrffA says 
that perhaps no part of tho Queen's 
dominions is more vulnerable from the 
sea than Canada, whether on the At- 
lantic or Pacific, — Halifax alone ex- 
cepted. The Gulf, the Bay of Pundy, 
PrincS ^dward Island, Newfoundland, 
and our whole seaboard in British Col- 
umbia arc absolutely defenceless, and 
in case of war witii llussia or any other 
power, wo should be wholly at the ene- 
my's mercy. It is s«id to be the Brit- 
ish Government's intention to strength- 
en the fleet in the Pacific in view of 
possible eventualities. The North 
American fleet will also require to be 
considerably augmented if England 
would hold licr own in time of war, 
Russia is evidently preparing for 
trouble, and England shows signs of 
being alive to the danger. In the com- 
ing spring probably both Governments 
will show their hand.s. \ :: 

MR. BLAKE. 

Our attack on Mr. Blaki-. would 
seem to have been well-timed. It ap- 
pears that he'tvill meet -Parliament as 
leader of the Liberal {larty and accord- 
ing to the Ottawa Fire, Press — a Re- 
form organ — will continue his hostility 
to tlio Canadian Pacific Railway in 
general and the British Columbia end 
of it in particular.

an effort is being put forth by interest- 
ed parties to induce the JDominion Gov- 
ernment to subsidiz.e in place of the 
present swift, regular and efficiently- 
officered st^iamships, a line of colliers. 
No doubt, in the face of the inijiroved 
condition of traffic, certain to occur in 
the spring; eompetitioM will 'lie keen 
and bids low; but, sii*, ! thitik you will 
agree with me when I say it often 
happens that cheap goods prove in the 
long run the dearest. The regularity, 
the security and the excellent accom- 
modation which have characterizeil the 
company ip the discharge of their con- 
tract entitle them, in my opinion, to 
the favorable consideration of the Gov- 
ernment; and above and beyond these 
essential con.siderations there is one 
other wliicli entitles them to the hearty 
support of the Press and public of the 
Province.

Menlo Pakk, N. j., Dec. 31.— Edi- 
son's laboratory was to-night thrown 
open to the general public for their ex- 
amination of his electric light.

The process of sub-division was 
illustrated by tho inventor in detail, as 
was also the method of measuring the 
amount of eloctiicity consumed. Tho 
latter is an exceedingly.simple system, 
and consists in the electricity deposit- 
ing minute particles of copper upon 
plates placed in an electric meter, the 
quantity of copper deposited represent- 
ing, when weighed, tho amount of elec- 
tricity consumed.

Death of Emporor ITorton. 

A"([ueer old chaj), half-demcnted and 
knomi as Emperor Norton, died at San 
Francisco on the 8th inst., very suddenly. 
Ho was formerly very wealthy but sold 
"^ort" on. China rice ia 1894, and was 
ruuied by the firm that ho dealt with sel- 
lin* hitu out, whereupon he became harm- 
le.isly crazy. .He believed that he was a 
.son of William lY. , or of Napoleon IIL 
:He dressed in regimentals and was in the 
ihnbit of issuing proclamations over the 
"signature of Emperor Norton I. His right 
no.va» iyrfM J^oaltua A. Norton. He arrived 
in San Francisco in 1849. His manner of 
living'and his habits as Emporor are well 
known. In ISoo ho was elected a mem- 
ber of the Society of Pioneers, but he 
ilever qualified by paying any initiation 
fee. His room rent was p»id for by the 
JIasqnic fraternity, who also assbted hian 
in many other ways. Emperor Norton 
never was a drinking man, dofjpito the 
glowing .splendor of his nose, tho main at- 
-tractiiui of a saloon being alw.-.ys its lunch 
couiito.r. To Scotland belongs tho honor 
of boiiig his nativa oouulry. His ago, as

DOOM OFTEU OZAR. 

Froclamation of tho 2liissia&-'Re'70lue~' 
tlon5.ry Oomnittoe- 

The Berlin correspondent of the 
London Dully News lias- received from 
St. Petereburg a copy of a proclama- 
tion issued by the Revolutionary Com- 
mittee on the day that the Czar return- 
ed to St. Petersburg. It reads as fol- 
lows : 

On the 19th of this-, month, ^on the 
-Mosco w and Kt^i:,sk ljaih\;ay, l^y order 
of the E.KCcutivfe' Committee," an at- 
tempt was made oii the life of Aliixan- 
der II. . by means of an explosion. 
The attempt failed. W'o do not find 
convenient to publish at the present 
time the rea.son of the failure. We 
are convinced that our agents and our 
party will i;iot be disheartened at the 
ffiilurq o£;ih^att;empfcjv bu,^j •w^l^^gain 
from'it a ii^ expoHe^lcfi [/a Ii Jossoh .^f 
jirecaution, .and at tho samu time fresh 
consciousness' of their own power aud 
of the possibility of. a successful issue. 
Addressing ourselves to . all honest 
Russian citizens who value liberty, to 
whom tho national will; and the nation- 
al interests are sacred, ' wo drice again 
jioint to Alexander IT. as the personi- 
lication of a despicable dospoti.sm of 
all that is cowardly and sanguinary. 
Tlio reign of Alexander J L from the 
beginning to the end is a lie, in which 
tho famous' emariieipatioii-of the serf 
ends with Slakoff's circaltir. From the 
commencement to the end it has been 
devoted to the consolidation of the 
classes hostile to the people, and tho 
de'struction of ovorything by wliicli 
the people lived and wished to live, 
Tho will of tho people was never m 
contoinptuously disregarded and tram- 
pled on. The pre.sent reign has sup-

A BYLAW 

To AiiKiid Bylaw No. l, for the I'mlrction 
ofiht City against Fire. 

hereas it is expedient to 

amend tlio Bylaw " For the Protec- 
tion of tlio City against Fire," dated the 
third day of October, 18U'2; 

Be it tiierefork enacted by the Mayor 
and Corporation of tlie City of Victoria as 
follows : — 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of tlio suid nyla\r 
are hereby ropealed. 

a. The walls of all eliimnics shall not 
be loss than four (4) inelioa in thickues.s, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all joints being -well flushed. 

.All fiucsshall boliiargetted throiiglidut ; 
the coating shiiU not be' leas than threo- 
uiglitlis of an inch in thickness. 

4 -All outer joints of chimneys .shall be 
llat-jointed with strong lime mortar iin- 
niL'diiitoIy after the erection thereof. 

5. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind .shall bo allowed to enter or rent 
upon the brick work of any chimney. 

C. The tops of all chimnoys shall be at 
lea.st four feet froni any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall bo deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to bo unsafe it 
shall be lawful for tho Jlayor and Coun- 
cil to order the samo to bo taken down, 
and it shall bo tho duty of the pcrsoi; 
o'U'niiig tha said chimney or occupying tli6 
house or promises whereon tho same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days lifter he shall have been order- 
ed to do So. i 

8. That any pei-sou guilty of any in- \ 
fraction of any of tlie provi.sion.s of this [ 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance horoof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magistrate or 
other Justice of the Peace for tho said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of tho I'o- 
liee M.agistrate or Justice of the Pe.vce 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
$25 for each offence, together with tho 
co.sts of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such fine, logothor with 
coats of prosecution, it shall be lawful for 
tho Police M:igistrato or other Justice of 
the Peace convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tlie amount 
of fine and costs by distress and sialc of 
the ofTendor's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall be found, 

it shall bo lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of tho Peace as aforesaid 
to commit the ofl'onder to the Common 
Onol for any period not exceeding one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be read and coii- 
.struad with tlieByhiw hereinbefore men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may bo cited for all purposes as " The 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for the Pro- 
tection of the City against Fire. "
